Fire Department.

Chief Foster of the fire depariment
made his anonuul report. There were
73 alarms during 1908. The loss on
buildings and contents was $36,938;
insurance on same, $36716. In July
there wre 11 alurms, in Oectober 10,
these being the greatest number of
any of the months of the year. As
regards causes of fires, 15 resulted
from eleciric wires; this being the
most prolific source of fires. There
were 20 brick chimneys burned. Two
of the blazes are laid to incendiariam,
Principal fires were at North Pacific
Brewery, Febroary 20; A, Dunbar &
Co,, August 10; Astoria Lumber Co.
mill on September 13.  The total ex-
penses of the department for the year
was $1747768. There is in service
6000 feet of 25 inch hose, 2000 feet
of which is rubber, and 4900 [eet cot-
ton, rubber lined. There are nine
horses, some of which are getting old
and others are light for the seryice,
and may have to be replaced thias
year. The fire apparatus, horses and
feed and stores are valued at 826,500
